It is necessary to put the adults 
out of 'tl'i-eir excitement. £0 a good training pr~gremme in 
adult oduc'tion, organisational sat up and methodology inclu¬ 
ding text boolvs covaring a syllabi based on local need 
constitute the back-bone ol -the entire adulit education structure. 

It is generally argued as to who would be taught 
first* How to spot out, locate or seise a group of learners? 

Whetlier the programme' should be intensive or extensive in 
approach ? On the basis of nducability and in viev of limited 
resources in the fom of teachers and money,it has been decided 
at various occasions to concentrate on higher levels of educa¬ 
bility . This may be termed as an intensive programme while on 
the other hand an effort to Tiquidate illiteracy completely ir> 
a smaller area covering all levels of persons can be considered 
as an extensive programme. Both the views are useful and have 
been favoured for their respective utilities. However, unreal¬ 
istic priorities should not be made. 

Again the aim to be achieved is. that reading should 
not come as an isolated acti'tity but should be associated

Adult education pr-')graFinc in Delhi unliXe the 
other States has bo'^n Cjuite d.elinbed and sbetchy. 

Todem Delhi 1650 onwards is 250 years old. The

glamour of the great city which bore the names for four and 
a half centuries previously has clung round it and clings still. 
During the 18th Century, the main city of Delhi was patronised 
by some o:'" the poets vrfio continued to share the griefs and 
5 orrov7S of the people vrtien Britishers made their concerted efforts 
to impress upon the receding Moghal ruters. The poetry, as was 
the media of various interpretations, S 3 i^bolically designed 
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and richly embedded ^.dth scholarly styles, brought to the 
people both information and mesroge of tiie transitory 
period. They (the peo^’le) S’"o]'.e of tine grand''’ur of earlier 
days and stunned the people of ra’^^agas vjhich could repeat 
actions o' 1857. Our stniggia for independence,, This grandeur 
part of the roetry did not exclusively highlight only the 
achievements o the emperors and their gaity of action 
but also circumscribed the life of the people in the city 
bringing within its fold the trade and traders, pandits and 
malvis, Madarasas and liudarris, Sgbicas and rhistees, the babaar 


and loijer level attendants. These exercises altogether made people 
a\Tare of the most recent developments in political circles. 

The Katras and Kuchas of Delhi ■’mro echoing vrith these literary 
dimensions and as the vO^esons changed the flavour of the poetry 
was effijcted. Various frijits, vegetables and edibles were known 
to the people in rythmic couplets which added to the knowledge 
)f the people about their original places of despatch. Similar

T.^as the case of wardrobes and pretty dresses from pyjama to the 


exquisitive Zarees, To up, most of the information came to 
the people about various celebrations, receptions, culminations 
through poetry. This media of public instructions later on was 
suceeded by,varibus journals which were almost a voluntary effort

The Study "Adult Education in Delhi" by Dutta & Kempher 
<1957) is one which lacks treatment in demographlcal 
details and the type of clientele. The Incidence at^ 
culmination ofMetropolitan ci^ as such could not be 
Imagined at that time. Even the transport facllites 
were not available for the population in the far off 
villa^s now covered under blocks and developmental 
programmes. The life of the people remained Isolated 
frc»a the developmental activities and facilities like 
TRYSEM IRDP and self employment programmes. The recognl-* 
tion of Schedule^castes and Sah their amelioration 
in the form of enumerated famines for housing sites, 
tenec^nt allottment and land for agricultural purposes 
could not be discussed.

As a gesture of good will and welfare programme for the 
en 5 >loy©es, the Delhi cloth Mills were conducting literacy 
programme for thedLr workers. Most of the v^orkers who foimed 
the clientele of literacy classes were d ravra from the villages 
of western tJ.P* who came in seafeJs of saaejob around I^elhi. 
(These literacy classes were not organised classes in a particu- 
flar place but were often conducted by senior worker colleageues 
/for their brother co-workers in the main<i» enterance hall* 

A positive result of these classes was that regularity could 
be maintained in attendance due to their fellow instructors. 

The former had regard for the senior aged workers. Either the 
freshers were Kith or Kins of the old workers or their 
familiar inmatefs. The other reason for the attendance was 
shift system of work Hear Roshnara Hoad, and ^iock ^ower 
popularly known as Ghantaghar some missionaries were also 
conducting classes* The pattern of classes did not differ much 
except that Delhi cloth mill workers often rejJlapsed into 
illiteracy if they were on long leave for their home 
^fewus and returned exhausted, p hysically and financially having 
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, psrfozrniiKJd social ol) 11,3 at ions. The study leaves much 
for case stydyof 'some v/orkera wi'tli their job satisfaction 
and future prospects if some literacy standard was 
acquired. The administration a lthoug ti considered promotion 
from amongst the alroady working t/orkers and due woightage 
was giyenfor their credits in the service period. This worke 
as incentive. The trad© union pattern of workers educa'tion 
was'not^iritrodUGSd, The INTUC and Shrarnik Vidya peeth 
fac■5.1 ities were not anticipated. Actually speaking the 
long hours of duty and short gap in between the shifts 
mocSe literacy an enthanting experience for the workers 
The need of post literacy material for adults has now 
been felt and SHCs are working over it, tout In those 
days of 193S the magazines provided Quia or Pahelis in which 
I the 'workers were most interested. The Geeta Press Gora3chpur

This 

is tho quocrfclon of the deepest sociel significance ■which must, 

therefoiX', bo dearly and ^edflcally ansiffered* Without such 

an ansX'/or, nonfoimal education may, as vdl non<-exlst. Or some 

kind of non-foimd education will take place even if there is 

ai 

no movement for non«fbxmal edacatlonat'<-dlt At the s^e 
time, 'bho tre^ddssion of inatiiutlonalised knodedge 
has Q buHt in structural bias against liberation. Unless 
nonformal education resolves the question in favour of -the 
people, it may become even more oppressive than ineffectual 
formal dducatlon. 

Tho concept of non-formal education becomes a 
contradiction within Itsdf wh^ foimslisation and 
instltutiondisatloD takes place* It may be vlaudised that 
non—formal education emerges nduen existing system forms . 
of inntitutiondllsatlon and formalisation have become 
inappropriate to*the goals whldi swae effective social 
Shoups sedc to attain.

Adult liducation - A base for aocifJ.lafltlQn 

Eio i'ccsnt €S3erc,ence of nonfoimal education as a 
re^ectahlc cate^ry can toe traced to the convergence of 
a numhor of distinct trends -v^ch emerged Initially in 

the vestoxv)\x>zld« It was then adopted in the third -woxld hy 

/ 

national leaders seeking either to ke^ up with the western 
zones or to 0 £ri:ahIiBh a means of communication with those 
on the periphery of their societies* cutting across barriers 
of fincncG as v;ell as inadequate* insufficient or 
dysfUnctiond personnel in their formal education systents 
or devdopnent acencles* 

The financial implications of the ^eer growth in 
the nunbor of people desiring to' be educated* the increase 
in the nuEibcr of years in the ecbicational system* "Hie qfuallty 
as refLocted in the gro'wth of number of teachers* more 
Blent and qoaco, all these were seen larger than the 
economy could afford to allocate to education* Mew . 

eAicatlond technology was one direction of growth 
proliferating. State agencies into a coherent programme fbr 
m growth of the individual and with profttalSle e^erieno^ 
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of the COLI-Iunity was ah other system. Jean Eloud, in his 
P£j»er *TGacli3»nG ih ah af£Luent society* pointed out that 
the studentD in the west were often better Infonaed and 
more fcsiillar vdth new knowledge and ^1113 than their 
teachers. It thus became necessary to l^coiporate Into 
oducatlonol nro^iramae other edicatlve Influences operating 
in the ecsonony of the society. The concept of a learning 
society and life long education can be seen related 
in these concems. 

In 1960s it was perceived that the individual 
tended to reduce to mere a recipient of highly mechanised 
environment one tiio almost played nt^art in creating it. 

This was also a criticism of bourge^s and capltslist society. 
Tolstoy^ and Gandhi articulating the misery of the 

individud searched for alteznatives. Large scale 
dissatisfaction of western youth with indistnal culture as 
v7dLl as both fbxmal education provided for the search fpr 
on other Icind of cation. 

Linked to their was the ddsire to create a convival 
learning environment based not on large systems Iwt on 
indivldualisGd use of learning resources and situation.

In 1979-80 the Kothari review comralttee on 
Adult education amoni^ other reconunendations urged ibr a 
political coinmi'totento The Government of India considerc'd. 
the report earnestly and cscie up with vigorous plan 
programme and perspective to achieve the target of 
cent percent literacy by 1990, . Likewise the U.G.C. 
has recently issued revised guidelines on progrEsnaec 
of adult and continuing education and extension through 
universities and colleges and has invited proposolG. 
Accordingly cent percent finsutsci^ assistance of the- 
U,G,C, vd.ll be available for a period of x five years 
for the proposals accepted by the commission and tliia 
assistance will be outside the plan allocation of the 
university* This step should be welcomed vdiole-beartedly, 
the seme progremmes thus enunciated would be open fbr 
evaluation by interior and exterior agencies.

Their concern is 
that the fallins standards in teaching and research wHi 
deteriorate further if the universities accept the 
rej^onSibility of extension programmes. The university 
of Delhi until now is having these programmes onCLy 
on p^ers vdth no positive results or a perfoimahco 
of merit, with no continuation in the units of 
continuing education viz, correspondence N.S.S, School 
of Social work and ext^sionvork. The units, c^ls 
departments are woJrtting in isolation somev^ere in a comer 
and bringing out one or two reports on seminars. Adult 
literacy day celebrations or visits of delegations or 
attending the seme elsevAiere without factual work on the 

field. This is very true of the department of continuing

education whose Head Mr, Bhatia who ^ould be othonyise 
cjjiicable and cooperative, is self assuming and 
stiff needeed far away from culture! norms to^slk to a 
viEsltor satisfying his quests for details within the 
departments purview. 

The work of Adult and continuing education is ' 
part-time. Maturity of mind and a better grip of reality - ■ 
“by virtue of e^^erlence of the world compensate for 
I'jork prior to literacy training.

function oi extension that the universities can 
discharge their ohligation to the community, Sudi 
programmes as are designed to meet the needs and solve 
the problens of the target group should be planned 
pro^atically• Organisers commitment and conviction 
tov;ards social service and optimistic and liberal outlook 
are pre—requisites for extension progreuimes Step—motherly 
attitude on the part of planners and functionaries 
of the extension programmes will kill the very puipose 
of these prograpmes. 


It might be worthwhile to note some reasons 
for the failure of extension activities in the universities* 
A person without deep conviction and knowledge of 
extension activities could be a misfit to discharge his 
duties. Sometimes incompetent persons have to be promoted 
due to political pressure. For extension progr^amnes 
persons who are ^ccessfUl as academicians and comnand 
respect from toher acadeoaicians and actoiinistrations should 
be preferred. The success of extension programmed dqpend 
on the organisationsl ability, dynsmian, initiative, 
knowledge creativety and perseverance of the person. 


Extension department should not be looked 
upon as something peripheral and should be viewed aa 
an integral pait and function of.the universiity*..

Why do people fight shy or ^rlk attending the 
Literacy Centres . 

Our cultural heritage is such that gffjy refer-'ncG 
talk or discussion on education is taken with great 
rcfvorence eve by those Who are illiterate or so celled 
backwards but it is a paradox that even though the masses 
appreciate all efforts for adiievlng education at any 
Icvol yet little headv/ay is witnessed x towards the art 
of reading or v;riting through vhich they (people) can 
bcncilt in economic life as well as a means of enjoyment 
an enjoyment of silent reading. What is the reason bdiind 
it? No doubt education or skill requires a concerted 
effort. As a matter of fact learning is a time consuming 
sxerdse with some seriousness. The gains of literacy and 
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continuing education can be enumerated to the people but 
vrlierc is the patience for their realisation. Really 
there is -Q gap. That gap is to be filled in first. The fine 
art cannot be appreciated by a common man because it is too 
obstract. The dialogue cannot be entertained because it is 
too versatile. Now there are two things to be designed, 
either the voice (publicity is common teim) Is tranaoltted 
to the people around like the news of arrival of Kero sine 
oil or ^ftheat at the ration shop as peopleare sp'b to get 
these commodities being their basic needs, or the 
media (it may be lan^aage als)) be made so appeslinc rjid 
convincing to transmit the gains of literacy. 

As a human nature is, the individial is siuarely 
convinced of a progr. mrae if he is assured of immediate gains, 
The pattern is exhibited through various advertisoaent of 
Bank d^osits with sumptous Interest rates and bonus boaeflts, 
Eciudly the effort of the public are also acc.’derated.

for mass amelioration. The areas covered in Delhi arc 
noctly slxims and resettlement colonies.

The school of ^cial work as a regular feature 
orp nises a social service csmp every year, Theyear 
i.G, 1932-35 it isfa being organised at Shakurpur, This 
continues to work round the year with some programnec and 
ar. a consultative centre with one representative of 
school of social woikis (Dsvendra Swaroop and K,N. Join).

The Implication of this fact is very 
obvious for the trade unions movement in the country vdiich 
has not shown much interest in the^joorer non-organised 
sections of the population. Industrial labour alone v/ill 
rsiiain in minority v/lthout effecting the decision making 
process and changes which are a constant phenomenan of the 
socio-econoWc system of this country.

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Impact of Functional literacy- 
programme in Delhi, 


Functional literacy is one of the most vital 

approaches to social change. Its purpose is not only 

to teach ?imlt to read and write but to enable them to 

bo noro productive and work oriented. It sedts to touch 

thtar total life and transform their social economic and 

valuo structures.

The ssmple for present study consisted of ^1 aclult 
v/OEien participating in the Ainctlonal literacy classes 
in nine centres run by three voluntary bodies - Bhartiya 
Grapeen Mahlla Sangh Groups* C,E and G had shovn improvement 
beccMsQ the Instructor gave than practice and perlodicd 
tests* Regarding numeracy in four centres, the participants 
had not reached beyond recognition of numbers upto 100, 

Tills also evinced in sane measures the competence standard 


of instructors. The tests evaluation of literacy impact 
if carofally designed can also give reliabLe x results on 
the performance of the instructor, his basis education^ 
quaLifications, his interaction with the adalts and his 
personal tralxts. The Increased remunerations alone of the 
instructor will not cut much ice. A 'Select* instructor 
Can bo ejipocted as a desired variable for evaluation. Indi¬ 
vidual differences in the participants cannot be accepted' 
to the extent of - achievenent gap and verge equivalent to 
to 6 months exercise. In the present revaluation-the 
learners did not obtain high scores in solving sums 
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docaing v;ith day to day haadSd.ing of money. It was found 
that majority of them did not do the shopping themselves. 
It was the male member vho made purchases even of food 
itais for the family. 

The initial scenes in reading v.Titing and numeracy 
of gi'oups H, E and B vrere poor. The progress in these 
groups was also less compared to other groups wae-al-^ 
l^a&-cesipfe*=ed~to -other .g-^oup^3‘ suggesting a slow rate of 
progress in the initial stage of learning. The situation 
afipect counts in learning process. The cotftructlon sifee 
laooarers we^e more interested in learning about numbers 
thati i-oatiing and writing. This could perh 55 )s be duo to 
the reasons that they were wage eex earners and had to 
olaculate their v/ages for over a week. Group F had made 
good progi’Gss in literacy sl^ll suggesting that it was due 
to the efforts of the individual in getting some reading 
ualicrial or that reading material was within their reach,

The E instructorsplay an important role in Influencing 
progress of the learners, Beceiase of the method of teaching 
used by the educators, the learners had not made apy 
progress ,and even got desoouraged hy thei^c lack of progress' 


and developed a negative attitude towards ilteraoy. 
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some times rate exercises can give ^eed In reacjlne 
Uit comprehension Is retarded. The sentences are road 
larter under the picture because these have an under - 
standing base. The learners showed progress in reading 
Speed Iwt a decline in comprehension. 

Development o±' roading hahit in adults depend on 
their ability to understand the meaning of what they 
read* The study relationship v;as found bet'ween reading 
speed and comprehension. Only 35 of the subjects were 
able to read. In the initial stage of reading a person 
is more concerned with recognition of alphabets and 
Hatras and making an effort to recapitulate the letters 
and put them together, however vlth more practice and 
fluency, letters and Matras can be recognised easily 
and concentration is on understanding of \Aiat is be.lng 
read. Thus adult should be given plenty of practice in 
reading to dev^op corap rehen si oii and thereby enjoy the 
reading exercise. Unless a<tilts are fluent in readlng-» 
•book Is a Ixirden to than as they lack confldaice. 

There is established r^ationship between 
coi-iprehension and reading loudly, V/hen ^ adult is 
aslced to read aloud* he/she is more conscious of 
pronunciation and reading the right word. The correct 
pronunciation and the sound resdt^pds meaningfully in his 
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*« mind and Invariamy makea some ennrans ol under - 
stotiding. Even in the crowed If some one reads loudly 
ho/she avoids distraction and concentrates on the uttorod 
fjpooch, Reading qui^bsly is also very essential as silent 
reading, elicities attention and the time of ^eech is 
saved resulting in g^joeding up reading. The present 
tost was condJoted by asiiing the subjects to read louay. 

Hotivation to Continue ; 

The findings shows that these learners wiio made 

progress in literacy skill were motivated to continue 

vri-th the progr^mes* Comparing the groups in terms of 

progress in- literacy si^ill the results show that 33 of 

tlujse vji’jfl made pregress skill the r-esult-s •sliow thalJ i£u 3 

made- -progress continued to stay on in the progrsamos 

on the other harui, in the other group they did not biiov/ 

yuch progress and only 56?5 continued. It may be xnL'csv 

preted that progress motivates participants to contiuUG 

vd.th the programae. Those continued to stay on in the 

spite of lack of progress had kept on so for reasons other 

than literacy. The situation calls for better followup, 

reading material and post literacy attractive readings.

Progress in literacy skill depends on several 
factors, i.e, motivation of the learners, method of 
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teaching^ attitude of the learners and background of the 
learners. Manbership in a particular socio-economic 
soclo—cxil'tureol group may effect current learning and 
naiory performance in the adults-Evidence from various 
sources indicates that socio -cultural group may affect 
current learning and memory performance in the adults. 
Evidence from various sources indicates that socio - 
cra-tural opportunities during childhood have ma^or 
implications for learning performance and int^lectudl 
ihnetioning through the life span. The instructors 
folt easier to teach this group than to start v;ith oh 
acSult viio had never held a pencil in his/her hand. 

To reinforce this background a group of semi-literates \ra 
td^on to the exhibition sites in pragati maldan. 
Unav/aringly they graisped some glob^^ Information as their 
insists were developed and ^eech delicacies vrere 
emulated which vrorked as a background for leamitig

In arithmetic problans of day to day life should 
be involved for using fUndamentel rules of addition 
gubstraction multiplication ^d division rather than 
depending on numeracy elone« The metric system be 
introduced vftienever measurenents and wei^ts are 
involved* Abstraction is to be avoided and the process 
of calculation and practice be integrated* 

j There is need for investigation into the learning 

1 process in adults and the time required to provide basic 
1 literacy skills to illiterate adults* This is an 
important aspect of investigation ibr determining the 
duration of adult education programme* Yet as 
estatfl-ished earlier that the soclo culture background 
provides a basis for lesnlng and keep up motivation 
so the {JaratloD of literacy skill >dll vary from place 
to place and target group to target group* 

The felt need is also a :foxm of motivation aPd 
changed attitude because of changed soclo economic 
situation. In a certain group of tailoring and craft

The Bunds are of two types 1. Regular & 2. PerlodicaiL.* 
The regular fxnds are forjbhe salary of the Administration 
stafl and the periodical are for executing the NSS 
progress programme. The number of candidates for 
pit)gramme are assigned hy the Ministry on the basis 
og genera survey and then the NSS office, finally 
allots the areas to the colleges participating in the 
programme. The provision foi^^year 83-84 was l4,000 
students to be spread up over 6o colleges of the Delhi 
University* Rs. 60 can be spent per vdunteer per year. 
There are college-'vd.se groups to serve the area around 
them with one professor incharge. About 60% boys and 
40?5 gills participated. The college vhile holding their 
NSS activities contacts the Pradhan to execute to a 
particular type of social service. As the title evinces^ 
most of the NSS workers geared to tone up public lifeg, 
to create consciousness and a sense of integration ; 
literacy and education of childem is a component of the

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TroLUNTA^_ACTION IN ADJLT EIUCATION 

Voluntary action is that action vhich is not 
directfed or controlled by the state or does not depend,^ 
on the assistance of the state^"^has a long and useful 
record of service in various'fiOlds of huin^ endeavour 
in India* Adult Education at the present gigantie scale 
owes its genesis to pioneering efforts of voluntary 
leadership. However the Govemnent has not assumed 
primary responsibility for this service in all stages 
i.c* literacy, post literacy and continuing edication 
at University level ahd then make the task of voluntary 
action in adult education more exciting and-chaHenging. 

From time to time Government has fUlly realised 
the importance of the role of voluntary organisation 
and local bodies in the implementation of adilt education 
and the significant contribution they cam make in attaining 
prograjrane objectives with target in view* 

There are literally hundreds of voluntary agencies 
big and small widely spread at various levels in and 
outside the Delhi State* Their sphere of work with the 
popiilatlon of Delhi,as we have pairtially witnessed has 
been in population education as an approach in adult - 
education. There is i^uite a substiHitial cadre of

More people seem "to agree on the need for* a set 
of coi'ploncntary policies to be applied on a ^obaL ocale 
and in a concord:ed way - increasing anployment, providing 
basic services, reducing in-equjaLltles (status and 
op:.cr'uunitiea ) applying available resources in the noot 
cost effective way and finally raising the productivity of 
tho poor. For this to happen economic inputs have to be 
natched by social inputs like relevant learning, prinary 
health Care, basic nutrition, safe^Wter and sanitation. 

Tho focus thus shifts fxbra linear growth to qualitative 
chahij'o, behavioural change and to humea:i development.
